Mr. Fieming 
heard of his “condition and sent to Medicine 
Lodge for him. When he was taken back to 
his old home he seemed to improve for 
several weeks, but his mental disease event- 
ually returned to him and he became un- 
manageable. ie was then Diaced in an 
insane asylum at Jacksonville. He died a 
year later, after having become a raving 
maniac. That was in 1894.

House of Delegates Investigating Com- 
mittee Brings to Light Some In- 
teresting Information. 


. The “Lexow’ Committee of the House 
of Delegates met in the chamber of the 
House at 11 o'clock Tuesday and probed 
into the business methods prevailing be- 
tween the fiscal officers of the city and 
Concessionaire Schweickhardt of Forest 
Park. 

Park Commissioner Ridgely, Assistant 
Comptroller Gobel and Auditor Mason were 
examined. Their testimony indicated that 


Schweickhardt had violated the ordinances 
under which he enjoys privileges in Forest 
Park, and that his violatidns had several 
times been so long continued as to, carry 
a forfeiture of privileges and property. 
It was also shown by testimony that tiie 
ordinances requiring affidavits to accom- 
pany payment of revenue under contracts 
to the city onn a percentage basis was en- 
tirely ignored and the word of Schweick- 
hardt was taken without question as (t9 
what his receipts were from _ privileges 
which are paid for on this basis. 
Section 73, Chapter VI, of the Revised 
Ordinances requires sworn affidavits to ac- 
company such payments. All three of the 
witnecses testified that this was not re- 
quired ef Schweickhardat. 
They said that he brought in sums of 
money at intervals and said it was 15 per 
cent of the receipts from the merry-go- 
round and everybody at the City Hail took 
h siword. 
Testifying from the records Mr. Gobel said 

was Schweickhardt’s habit to often get 
as much as three months behind with his 
rent and it was shown that on July lh, 
when he made h’s last payment of rent, he 
had been three months delinquent, owed 
the city $3000 in penalties and had under the 
provisions of the ordinance forfeited not 
only the privileges, but all the buildings in 
the park. 

The testimony showed that on that date 
the rent was accepted, after his deliquency 
had been published, and that theci ty’s 
right to insist on a forfeiture had been thus 
sacrificed. 

The ordinance requires Schweickhardt to 
pay every month in advance. 

Mr. Gobel testified that he had made only 
three payments last year two 
this fiscal year. 

None of the witnesses could tell whether 
the cottage had cost what the ordinance 
required or whether it was insured as the 
ordinance requires. 

It was shown that while the ord-nance 
only permits the sale of drinks at tables 
a bar is conducted at the cottage, and 
drinks are sold at the race track. 

Comptroller Sturgeon had been subpened. 
He pleaded that he was not well, and sent 
down Mr. Gabel in his piace. 

The committee adjourned at 12:30 to 
Thursday morning at 10 o'clock, to receive 
information from Mr. Gabe! as to amounts 
of revenue received from the park.

OVER THE NEW COMMITTEE. 


Selection of Members for Special Ser- 
vice Developed Opposition and 
Some Bitter Feeling. 


Following tha adoption by the Jefferson 
Club of a new constitution and by-laws, 
some bitter feeling has been aroused over 
the selection. of members of the Ward Or- 
ganization Committee, which. will. select 
ward and precinct committeemen in accord- 
arece with the new plan for the construc- 
tion of an organization that will pervade 
the entire city.

The objection to Mr. O’Brien serv.ng 
on the Ward Organization grows out of the 
fact that he is a director, and therefore 
assisted at his own election; and that in 
any cases of appeal from the Ward Organ- 
ization Committee to the Board of Direc- 
tors he will sit in judgment on a case 
which he is personally interested, as a 
member of the Ward Organization Com- 
mittee. His opponents say, too, that it is 
not fair to other members of the club to 
allow one man to hold two such important 
position. This ‘ts the cause of one dissen- 
sion.

‘“T am sorry the matter has become pub- 
lic,’’ he said, ‘‘as I am’ sure we would have 
been able to settle it amicably. I opposed 
Mr. O'Brien's election to the Ward Or 
ization Committee solely because he 
member of the Board of Directors. 
believe he should hold two positions 
closely identified with each other. I op- 
posed Mr. Hall’s election to the same com- 
mittee because I believe him to be too 
young and inexperienced for the position. 
Both are estimable gentlemen and I have 
counted them as my friends. Messrs. 
Joseph Folk, Waller Edwards, John C.

tions. As a result of its being tled up 
persons living beyond the Fifth avenue 
“L” road had to walk -or take all sorts 
of vehicles to ‘tL’”’ stations this morning. 
Brooklyn, like St. Louis, has many suburbs, 
and the cutting down of a number Of cars 
a caused no little delay and much crowd- 
ng. 

Fulton street is traversed in whole or in 
part by nearly every line in Bragoklyn. . It 
is the ehief retail street and the loss sus- 
tained by the merchants on accoum of the 
strike has been great. The lines affected 
have relative importance to those on Olive, 
Franklin. Washington avenue and ‘the other 
chief arteries of traffic in St. Louls.. 

The disturbances have been few and none 
serious, 

The strikers evedently won over a num- 
ber of non-union men to their ranks during 
the night. The Putnam avenue line, over 
which the cars had been running on sched- 
ule for the last few days, was crippled to- 
day, certainly one-third of the cars being 
tied - up. On the Fulton street line, which 
ran on nearly schedule time yesterday, the 
number of cars was reduced to about one- 
third. No cars were running on the Nos- 
trand avenue lines. 


CLEVELAND STRIKE SPREADING.

COURT FINES ARE UNPAID. 


Sire Insurance Companies Slow’ in 
Obeying the Law. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

JIEMFERSON, (Mo., July 18.—None of the 
ousted insurance companies have yet paid 
their fines, imposed by the Supreme Court 
in lieu of the ouster of the right to do 
business in the State, and if any of the 
agents for the ousted comparies are writing 
insurance in the State, complications may 
arise as to the legality of these risks. 

fhe order of the Supreme Court ts that 
they are ousted from the date of the action, 
Friday, Gn the motion to modify the judg- 
ment, and the writ of ouster is suspended 
only to those companies which comply with 
the law. It does not seem to indicate that 
they can continue business in the State un- 
til they pay the tine, which must be done in 
30 days, but they are ousted now, and in 
order to continue business they must pay 
the fine and comply with the order of the 
Court. The Insurance Department has 
ruled that the order does not take effect 
until the 30 days is up, but as that depart- 
ment has nothing to do with enforcing the 
order of the Court that opinion does not 
bind anyone. The clerk of the Supreme 
Court has received letters from insurance 
agents asking advice on the matter and 
he has advised them to consult attorneys, 
“us he has no right to construe the order of 
the Court. To settle the matter and avold 
complications the companies should comply 
promptly with the crder of the Court, and 
if any company fails to pay the fine with- 
in 3 days they will be forever barred from 
Going business thereafter in this State. Su- 
verintendent of Insurance Orear states that 
ie Will not relicense any of these companies 
in future if they fail to comply with the 
order of the Court.

1 was punisned severey 
jor the most trivial ofiense that other 
siaves did with impunity, until the yoke 
became so galling I could bear it no 
longer.”’ . 

In concluding, Fell writes: 

“Tam now on a farm; my health is much 
improved, hope to reach home this com- 
ine winter. I have had one letter from 
home since arriving here—a message of 
sadness; indeed, father, mother, one sis- 
ter and one brother have dica. 

Mr. McKim is a prominent citizen of 
Thornton and Fell formerly lived there. 
Concerning preparations for his travels 12 
years ago, Feil says: 

“As I told you I had joined my comrades, 
Messrs. Edwards and Boynton, at New 
York, previously arranged, and we sailed 
for South America. After a few days sigat- 
seeing and study of the conditions and peo- 
p.e, on the Amazon, we reshipped for ihe 
upper river country, disembarking at Pitola 
near the Medira River. Here we rigged the 
buat we had taken with us from New York 
employing two native oarsmen and started 
up ithe river in quest of curios. After 10 
days out, while gathering fruit, Mr. Fa- 
wards was bitten by a reptile and died ina 
few hours.” 

After exploring the country Fell says they 
Were preparing for the return trip when he 
and Boynton were striken with fever. They 
were cared for by a family of native Ama- 
gonians and Fell recovered. 

Fell finally made his escape by getting 
to a tributary of the Amazon and building 
a raft on which he floated for many miles. 
A Catholic priest named Patheny Guarmo 
gave him clothing and aid and a letter to 
another priest down the river and he final- 
ly reached Rio Janeiro.

ARE EMPLOYED BY UNCLE SAM. 


They Spend Seven Hours a Day Look. 
ing Through Microscopes at Sam- 
ples of the American Hog. 


NEW YORK, July 1!.—The very latest 
thing in the new woman is the microscop- 
ist. 

For a month or two a couple of women 
have been engaged all day long looking 
for the deadly trichina Spiralis in speci- 
mens of pork intended for export. They 
are paid at tthe rate of $000 a year and the 
work is not particulariy laborious. It is 
trying upon the eyes, perhaps, but the 
hours are only from 7 till 12 and from 1 to 


4 o’clock in the afternoon. 

The United States oGvernment opened 
a microscopic bureau for the inspection 
of pork for the export market here on the 
first of last March upon the application of 
Rohe & Bro. of West Thirty-third street, 
to the Agricultural Department. The ex- 
port trade in pork is increasing all the 
time from this and, as is very well known, 
France and Germany in particular, and 
most other European countries absolutely 
prohibit the importation of American pork 
unless ft is certified as wholesome. 

Dr. Hickman, the director of the Depart- 
ment of Animal Industry, a distinguished 
pathologist, who has made microscopic 
work a specialty for years, at once exam- 
ined the local field, and upon. his applica- 
tion first one and then two women micro- 
scopists were detailed to the metropolis.

aminers have a thorough appreciation of 
the importance of their work, both com- 
mercially and pathologically, Everything 
is done most systematically and thorough-

The finest make of stage-grooved micro- 
scopes are used. The one-inch lenses are 
the best quality. Not more than 30 specl- 
mens a day are allotted to each examiner. 
The eyes will not stand a greater etrain. 
Each specimen has three separate examina- 
tions. If three pieces have been taken 
from one hog, that animal receives nine 
examinations before it receives the e6tamp 
of Government approval. 

Trichinae are foind at the extremities 
of the muscles at their insertion into the 
bones and tendons, and hence these parts 
of the carcasses are usually selected for 
microscopic examination. First the fibers 
are laid bare from the connecting tissue. 
Then a small portion, probably not more 
than a couple of millimeters in width, ia 
taken up with a clean pair of forceps. e 
vicinity of blood vessels and nerve fila- 
ments is avoided. 

The specimen is then placed upon a glass 
slide, two inches by an inch in size; an- 
other glass is slipped over it and fastened 
tightly by clamps at the ends. Then the 
double glass holder is placed under the 
microscope. A special form of glass com- 
pressor has been devised that greatly fa- 
ciiltates the work of examination.

meat. Dr. Hickman eald the other day that 
he had no doubt that more care is taken 
with this work than tn any other country 
in the world. 

Comparatively Tew diseased carcasses are 
found here. Much of the pork comes from 
up in the State and is carefully rais. 
Rats are the prime conveyers of this 
dreadful parasite, though it is still a moot 
point whether rats are first affected and 
then, when accidentally eaten by hogs, in- 
fect the latter, or whether rats are infecr- 
ed first by eating the offal from hog-render- 
ing establishments. 

Miss Eugenie Uhlrichs was asked how 
éhe happened to take up this peculiar sort 
of work. “I’m a Western girth she ¢2i4. 
“The first case of trichinosis in Amenca 
was that of a family in Davenport, Io., I 
think, so perhaps I came to think wo, it 
rather naturally. To any one who is Iin- 
clined that way the study of microscopy 
is engaging, though hunting for irichinae 


spiralis is, I admit, rather monotonous 
after a while. 

“Frankly, the salary and the rather 
short hours led me to take up the work 
and stand for the government examina- 
tion. It is hard on one’s eyes at times, 


but we only work ‘by daylight, you know, 
and there is no uncertainty and not much 
perplexity about the examining. One 
doesn’t have to stand all May nor deal 
with all sorts of people, but only do that 
which is given and do it thoroughly.” 


THE NATIONAL DISEASE. 


Worrying Is the Great Drawback to 
' Long Life and Prosperity. 
From the Memphis Commercial-Appeal, 
The breakdown in American life comes 


from worry, and worry has almost come to 
be a national disease. If an American has 
no money he worries himself into a state 
of mind, and when he gets any money he 
worries himself to death for fear he will 
lose it. He worries at his work because he 
is afraid he will not accomplish what he is 
given to do. He worries about his méals; 
they are not on time, or they may disagree 
with him, or they may be costing him too 
much. If he pays for a thing in advance 
he is afraid it will not come up to the 
specifications, and if he gets it on credit 
he is afraid that he will not be able to pay 
for it when the bill comes in. He is afraid 
to leave his money in the house lest it be 
stolen. He is afraid to put it in bank lest 
the bank should fail. And so he worries 
about it. He worries about his business, 
whether it is going smoothly or not. He 
worries about his family, about the educa- 
tion of his children and the progress they 
are making. He worries about the nation, 
about Congress, about the two great politi- 
cal parties, about the national conventions, 
about the gubernatorial elections, about the 
tariff and financial questions, about the 
{nitiative and referendum, about the ab- 
stract right of secession, about the resolu- 
tions of 98, about the decadence of politics, 
about civil service reform, about the future 
of Democracy, about sanitation, the water 
and gus questions, the paving of streets, 
the street car system, the class of plays at 
the theaters, the nomination for mayor and 
the election of school visitor in the 'steenth 
clvil district. He either sleeps too much or 
he sleeps too little. He has an idea that 
life is a conspiracy, and that he must pre- 
serve eternal vigilance or the conspirators 
will get him. He lives so much on his 
nerves that he gets angry on slight provo- 
cation, and thus wastes more tissue. The 
true secret of health and life and success js 
cheerfulness. The man who does his ap- 
pointed task without being fussy will live 
a good deal longer. “Don't worry” and 
“don't be afraid’ are two very good rules 
to observe. The American people must 
learn these rules by, heart and put them 
into practice if they wish to live long and 
prosper.

to buy an ontfit he was taken ulong as 
guide. He proved to be disagreeable and 
was the cause of much bickering and sus- 
picion. At the Ute Agency the party di- 
vided into three separate squads. Packer 
went with what was called the Noonan 
party, which consisted of five men. These 
men had the money which was to carry the 
outfit through. Nobody wanted Packer. 
He was surly and treacherous. The little 
party worked its way up the fork of the 
Gunnison River and found itself camped in 
au littie park on the banks of this stream 
about two miles from Lake City, where five 
Small head boards piaced there by the good 
people of the town, marked the graves of 
those unfortunate men. 

It was here, according to the testimony 
developed, that, while four of these men 
soundly slept under one cover, Alfred 
Packer, cruel and treacherous as a tiger 
from an African jungle, crept up, ax in 
hand, and without warning almost severed 
their heads from the bodies of his com- 
panions. A man named Bell, who was 
Sleeping eome distance from the others, 
awoke during this awful tragedy and tried 
to escape, but Packer shot him, His body 
was found near the creek and there were 
s0me signs of a struggle. The bodies were 
robbed and many. valuables taken. 

Packer made his way to the Los Pinos 
Ageney and told a pitiful story of woe. He 
claimed that they were lost and starving; 
that they drew lots which should be sac- 
rificed first for the sustenance of the orh- 
ers, and so one after the other was slain 
along the way until Bell and Packer only 
were left; and, the last lot faling on Bell, 
he rebelled, a struggle began and Bell was 
dispatched, 

As he had considerable money suspicion 
rested on him, He was placed in jail, bur 
later escaped and was lost until 1880, when 
he was discovered in Wyoming under the 
name of Swartz. He had been serving in 
the army eight years. 

In the meantime the bodies of the mur- 
dered men had been found by some miners, 
There was plenty of ammunition and fire- 
urms in the camp, and the country around 
abounded with game, such as deer, rabbits, 
grouse, etc., and the story of cannibalism 
wae exploded, unless Packer was too weak 
to hunt. Packer was sentenced to hang, 
but the judgment was reversed, and after 
a new trial the prisoner was sentenced, 
July 6, 188, to 40 years in the penitentiary, 
eight years on each man killed. 

Packer’s record as a prisoner is of the 
best. ‘His disposition is sullen and morose. 
He draws a pension from the government, 
and time and again he has used this money 
to help along in the world some unfortu- 
nate who tries to start Hfe anew after leav- 
ing the prison bars behind him. He has 
more faith in human nature in this respect 
than he would be justified in having, for 
none of those he has aided has ever thought 
to repay him. 

He now tells a story somewhat different 
from his first confession, years ago. He 
says nothing of the drawing lots to see who 
would be sacrificed, but charges Bell with 
all the killing. He says: 

“One night as I neared the camp I was 
confronted by a terrible sight. I saw no one 
but Bell. I spoke to him, and then, with 
the terrible look of a maniac, his eyes glar- 
ing and burning flercely, he grabbed a 
hatchet and started for me, whereupon I 
raised my Winchester and shot him. The 
report from my rifle did not arouse the 
camp so hastened to the campfire, and 
found my comrades dead. ‘Can you imagine 
my situation—my companions dead—and 1 
left alone surrounded by the midnight hor- 
rors of starvation as well as those of utter 
isolation? “My body weak, and my mind 
acted upon in such a manner that the great- 
est wonder is that I ever returned to a ra- 
tional condition. 

“In looking around I saw a piece of 
flesh near the fire which Bell had eut from 
Miller’s leg. I took this flesh and laid it 
to one side, after which I covered the 
bodies of my dead comrades, I remained 
here with them during the night. In the 
morning I moved about a thousand yards 
below, where there was a grove of pine 
trees. I distinctly remember taking a 
piece of the flesh and boiling it in a tin 
cup. I also knew that I became sick and 
suffered terribly. My mind at this period 
failed me. But I am satisfied that I must 
have eaten some of the flesh, but my mind 


was a total blank for some considerabie 
time. When my mind returned I found 
that by my tracks I had been visiting 


around the adjacent territory, seeking rose- 
buds, which I apparently found, for I no- 
ticed that by force of habit 1 had been 
stewing them in my tin cup. I do not know 
how long I remained here. I do not know 
how near I was to the close of the year. 
But the weather began to moderate, and 1 
wandered around seeking rosebuds for food.

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FCRTITUDE OF MRS. SLACK SUR. | 
PRISES PHYSICIANS. 


MUST GO INSANE AND DIE. 


Ail Her Suffering Having Origin in 
an Ulcerated Tooth Will Have 
This Terrible Ending. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July %.—Mrs. Wilbur 
Slack, handsome and accomplished, is on 
the verge of insanity and at the polnt of 
death in her Oakland home as a result of 
the extraction of a tooth. 

Her case is extremely interesting from a 
pathological as well as a psychological 
point of view. 

The disease from which she 1s expected 
first to go mad and then to die is the 
rarest in medical history, and the patient, 
a slim, delicate, sensitive woman, has stood 
its painful, torturing ravages with a forti- 
tude that would stamp a strong man aaa 
hero. 


According to the testimony of her phys!- 
cian, Dr. Robert Ek. Mercer, Miss Slack has, 
through mere exertion of will power, con- 
centrated in the one thought not! to die, 
held the grim reaper at bay for | months 
past. 

Mrs, Slack’s illness originated in an ul- 
cerated molar. After the extraction of the 
tooth inflammation set in and made its way 
into the antrum, or upper jaw bone. Aji- 
though two operations were performed and 
other heroic treatment applied, necrosis re- 
Sulted—that is, ulceration of the bone tis- 
sues extending to all the bones on the right 
side of the face. The disease has now 
eaten its way through the eve bone to the 
brain. 

Therefore, unless a miracle is performed, 
insanity and then death must result. So 
says Dr. Mercer. But the chances are that 
as soon as the brainis attacked the patient 
will lose consciousnes and finally pass away 
without suffering. 

Kivery remedy known to science has been 
employed to save this unfortunate young 


woman. The tooth was extracted ja vear 
ago last June. [n the following |month. 
when it was seen that her trouble wae 


of a serious nature, Mrs, Slack was taken 
to a [Marion (O.) sanitarium. Six) weeks 
after her arrival at that institution the 
first operation was performed, a danger- 
ous and excruciatingly painful ohne, for 
Mrs. Slack refused to take opiates. The 
operation was from the inside of the mouth 
and consisted of the removal of the diseased 
tissue of the antrum. A cavity wus left 
large enough to insert a yard of lodoform 


gauze, one Inch in width. 
‘But this was all to no purpose, The dis- 
ease spread to the eyeboge, and eight 


months ago the patient went through. an- 
Other operation, more painful and more 
dangerous than the firet.

Slack’s life, which, as the physicians told 
her, whén the second operation brought no 
relief, was at stake—namely, to eut away 
the antrum and evebone. This. of eburse 
would have resulted in horrible disfigure- 
ment. It would have left onessida of the 
patient's face as flat as a board. | Mrs.

disease was eating its way to the brain.

Then a most remarkable discovery was 
made. Mrs. Slack was no longer suffer- 
ing the terrible pain that had afflicted her 
for over a year. Having rallied from the 
sinking spell she whispered to her husband 
that her pain was gone. The physician at 
first thought that her mind had become 
affected. ut this fear was soon dispelled. 
Mrs. Siack answered rationally all ques- 
tions that were put to her. The only 
theory that could be advanced was that 
the tissues of all the bones on the right 
side of the face and the nerves were dead 
eaten away by the disease, and that. conse. 
quently, there could be no more pain. How. 
ever, an extrgordinary sensitiveness was 
noticed in the patient. She complained of 
the noises in the house and outside, though 
they were only the ordinary sounda which 
she had never complained of before. <A 
word, spoken above a whisper, seemed to 
cut her like a knife. : 

Dr. Mercer says that the torture which 
Mrs. Slack had suffered would have killed 
an ordinary woman six months ago. ‘Tt 
je the most remarkable case of will power 
that has ever come under my observance,” 
he added.

TOTAL IS LARGER YEARLY. 


Evil Is Worst in the Cities, but Even 
the Country Districts Show a 
Steady Increase. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 2%.—The dis- 
cussion growing out of the recent Belmont 
marriage and the assertion of the Con- 
gregational clergyman that he would not 
have performed the ceremony had he 
known of the prior divorce of one ‘of the 
parties, has renewed interest in the sub- 
ject of divorces in this State and given an 
impetus to the determination of the minis- 
ters ‘to work for more stringent laws, 

The annual reports of circuit clerks re- 
garding marriage and divorce show clearly 
that the number of the latter is increasing 
year by year. Ten years ago the number of 
divorcees in the State was 10 per cent of the 
marriages, but Jast year the number had in. 
creased to 11.16 for the entire State. In some 
counties the. per cent reached as high as 2, 
and in all having large cities it was consid- 
erably ubove the average. The total num- 
ber of marriages solemnized in Indiana in 
1898 was 25,043 and the total number of di- 
vorces granted was 2896, an average of 31.35 
to ‘the county. 

Of the totsl 3108 were granted to the 
wife and 793 to the husband, or three times 
as many to the former as to the latter. 
Niost of those who are looking into the 
subject with a view to asking legislation 
are convinced that there should be a re- 
turn to old princhples and that divorees 
should not be granted except for scriptural 
causes and that the party by whose fault 
the separation is caused should not be al- 
lowed to remarry. 

The investigations that 
in this State show that the increase of 
divorce thas taken place not only in the 
cities, but in the purely agricultural coun- 
ties as well. In many of these latter dis- 
tricts the old idea of repugnance to be- 
ing known as a “grass widow” or “grass 
widower” stil! obtains, and in such the 
number of divorces are below the average 
for the State, the number increasing stead- 
ily up the seale to those counties having

large citics, where it reaches its acme. For 
example, the counties of Allen, Marion, 
Vanderbure:. Vigo and Wayne contain 


populous cities, and in these five the mMar- 
rianges last year uggregated 4234 and the 


divorces 713. This shows a divorcee per cent 
of 16.8,° 0r considerably over the average 
for the entire State. 

‘Within a few years two men from Chi- 
cago have secured divorces in the courts 
of this city, and in each case it afterward 
developed that the plaintiff had no legal 
residence In the State, and the decree was 
promptly aside. A few days ago it 
was brought to the attention of one of the 
local judges that a woman had been In- 
duced to personate-the defendant in a di- 
vorce Case, and the attorney who managed 
the affair and the personating woman are 


sed 


under arrest. 

Passing to the counties of ‘Delaware, 
(Madison, Grant, Howard and Biackford, 
all of which are manufacturing centers, 
but with a smaller population than those 


enumerated above, there were 3183 mar- 
riages solemnized jn the five in 1898 and 257 
divorces granted. This shows a per cent 
of 11.9, and is practically the average for 
the State, and the falling off. as com- 
pared with the larger counties, ehaws pro- 
portionately less infelicity, and likewise, 
perhaps, a decrease in opportunities for 
perpetrating fraud upon the courts. 

The agricultural counties of Benton, Car- 
roll, Gibson, Harrison and Laporte make a 
very creditable showing. The total number 
of marriages in these in 1898 was 1098 and 
the total divorces granted %&, the per cent 
being 8.9, or nearly three below the aver- 
age. These figures ho'd g00d in each in- 
stance when appiled to iarger numbers, and 
enforce fhe conclusion that the agricultural 
sections are freer from family discord, or. 
where inharmony exists, it is not brought 
before the world through the medium of 
the divorce courts. 

The ministers of the city are eonvinced 
that the ease with which divorces are ee- 
cured has much to do with the increasing 
number of applications, and is one factor 
in the breaking up of families, for parties, 
knowing that even frivolous causes are 
sometimes suffcient to insure a legul eep- 
aration, magnify their matrimonial ills and 
rush into the courts to secure the legal 
balm. Another evil which they realize is 
that divorcees are becoming so common that 
they are no longer’ considered a disgrace, 
and for that reason members of the church 
and othera of recognized standing in this 
and other cites do not hesitate to appeal 
to the courts to break the bands that other 
Wise might be endured. 

Less than a week ago the courts granted 
adivorce to a young woman who had been 
married leas than one year. The wedding 
was a brilliant affair, and both of the par- 
tles belonged to the most fashionable so- 
clety in the city. The husband stayed out 
late at night, and on one occasion when the 
wife wished to discharge a servant he in- 
terposed to prevent it. This was the prin- 
cipal ‘cruel’ treatment proved, but it Was 
sufficient to secure the divorce. 

Vanderburg County has the highest per 
cent of divorces granted in the last year 
and leads the column with 2. Allen comes 
next with 19 and Marion followe with 14. 
Clark County has the amallest per cent of 
divorces and the largest per cent of mar- 
riages, there being 1358 marriages and only 
2% divorces tn that county last year. This 
might be supposed to represent much long- 
éuffering upon the part of husbandea and 
wives in Clark, but the fact is that nearly 
all the marriages are between eloping cou- 
ples who return to their homes, and, if 
divorced atall, do not cumber the records 
of the Clark County courts with their com-

MEETING OF OBSCURE ORIGIN. 


HIS REASON FOR NOT ACCEPTING 
AN INVITATION. 


Seys in a Letter That It Would Be an 
Absurdity to Greet Distinguished 
Men on Altgeld Demo- 
crats’ Authority. 


CHICAGO, July 18.—Mayor Carter Harri- 
son will not address the free silver gather- 
ing at the Auditorium Thursday night. His 
refusal to speak is based on the ‘‘obscure’”’ 
origin of the meeting. 

Efforts are being made by the Harrison 
leaders to induce as many of the National 
Committeemen as possible to ignore the 
meeting. It was said that fully one-half 
of them would not go near it. They are be- 


ing informed of the purpose to influence 
them into doing something which does not 
properly come within the scope of the com- 
mittee’s function. 

Mayor Carter H. Harrison to-day sent the 
foilowing letter to the committee in charge 
of arrangements for the Democratic meelt- 
ing at the Auditorium July 2: 

“W. F. Cooling, Esq., Chairman Commit- 
tee of rangements: Dear Sir—Replying 
to your favor of the l4th inst., in which 
you ask me to deliver an address of wel- 
come at the Auditorium July 20 to the Na- 
tional Democratic Committee and ‘a large 
number of other prominent Democrats of 
America,’ I regret my inability to accept. 
In ordinary circumstances I should be only 
too glad, both as Mayor of Chicago and as 
a Democrat, to welcome the National Com- 
mittee or any number of prominent Demo- 
erats to Chicago, the city in which the 
platform of 189 was framed and in which 

’ J. Bryan was elevated to his present 
Saati; of the nationa!] Democracy. 

‘T cannot but think, however, that it 
would be an absurdity to welcome these 
distinguished men on the authority of a 
self-constituted committee, whose person- 
nel is too obscure to be known even in its 
home city.

One Gov- 
ernor-General and a Federal Executive Council of seven mem- 
bers, who will be the Cabinet, will be substituted for the four 
separate executive bodies that have governed since the colo- 
nies were created. 

‘A High Court,’ ssmilar in many respects to our Federal 
Supreme Court, will have power to decide in cases calling for 
the interpretation of the constitution or any of its clauses. 

The voters can amend the constitution through the refer- 


| endum, but amendments must be agreed to by a majority of 


the electors voting and also by a majority of the States form- 
‘ing the federation. 

The possibilities of this big section of the British Empire 
under a united government can be better realized when it is 
remembered that the new commonwealth contains 2,972,862 
square miles and has a population of only 3,183,237. The fed- 
erated Australia would seem to have almost unlimited room 
for healthy internal growth. 
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“You will be surprised when you hear how many of our 
soldiers were killed in this war,’’ writes the Chief Surgeon 
of the supply ship Celtic, now in the Philippines.

To excuse himself, Gen. Otis tells them 
that uncensored news “would alarm the people at home” 
and “‘have the people of the United States by the ears.” To 
Mr. Creelman, who anticipated the round robin with an in- 
dependent protest, the General said that he ‘did not pro- 
pose to allow the American public to know anything about 
this campaign that will agitate or excite it. Any*man who 
Writes anything about this campaign contrary to my orders 
will be exnelled from the Philipnvines.”’ 

Very good. Let them be expelled. No news is better than 
lies. But the President and the men who are running his 
Administration in the interest of the syndicates, will have 
to face a tornado of popular wrath, the like of which never 
before was seen in this country.

CHICAGO, Juls 1k.—Long before the 
flowers of next spring bud and bloom the 
hew league of professional baseball teams 
will be organized and ready to make its 
bid for the patronage of the American pub- 
lic. 

The events and incidents of the past six 
days have yielded convincing proof that thie 
hew organization is not a myth, and that 
the men who are promoting the scheme 
have sirong financial backing and are de- 
termined to make the venture a success. 

The real backers of this movement are not 
Western League men, and are not depend- 
ing upon the members of the last-named 
organization for monetary aid. 

They are simply shrewd men of business 
Who belleve that there is money, and big 
money, in professional baseball, providing 
that the teams in the cities of a carefully 
selected circuit are properly run and man- 
aged on a Uberal basis. 


They ao not expect, nor are they over- 
anxious to secure, the support of the West- 
ern*League people.

Tom Loftus, the citizen 
of Dulmique, lowa, who owns and manages 
the Columbus club in the Western League, 
and who-is, all things considered, one of 
the cleverest baseball men to be found in 
this young and expanc®ng country, will be 
offered the Chicago territory.

From the East comes the story, and it 
has to some extent been verified in Chi- 
cago, that a widespread revolt among the 
ylayers of the National League is secrei- 
y beitg nurtured.

The reserve clause in a nutshell is that 
no player under contract to play for one 
club «an change to another without the 
pereunaion of the man who first signed 
iim. Should he be at outs with the man- 
agement he is helpless, and he may be 
kept out of baseball for years. , It makes 
no difference under what pretext ‘he quiis, 
he is virtually a slave to the man with 
whom he is eigned. 

The most illustrious example of the work- 
ings of the reserve clause is Rusie, who 
was with the New York team for several 
years. He was unable to agree with An- 
drew Freedman of the Giants and for two 
years Rusie has not thrown a ball for a 
recognized club and he has received no sal- 
ary. 


Nearer to home is Thornton of the Chi- 
cago Club. Thornton is at present under 
reserve by President Harm. Walter has 
written for his release, but he has been 
denied. President Hart says Thornton has 
coat Chicago a great deal of money and 
the Chicago management naturally would 
like to have a hand in any transfer that 
might be made.

He was bleeding profuse- 
ly and was searcely conscious of what was 
happening.

He was unable to tell the story of the 
crime, not uttering a word after ‘the first 
scream, The murderers have not been cap- 
tured. The robbers secured about $40 from 
Schott. Schott was a native of Austria and 
lived here several years. 


TO GET DAVID RYAN’S HOARD. 


Mis. Mary Riecks of New York the 
Miser Soldier’s Heir. 

Mrs. Mary Riecks of New York will get 

the estate of the late David Ryan, the sol- 
dier miser who died in poverty two years 
he had $7000 concealed in 
his miserable apartments in a 
South St. Louis stable. Judge Henderson 
so decided Monday afternoon, just before 
adjourning the Probate Court for the sum- 
mer. 
Judge Henderson held that Mrs, Riecks 
had clearly established that she was the 
aunt of the dead man. The chain of evi- 
dence in her favor was made from Gov- 
ernment papers and letters to her from 
Ryan, the former proving the genuineness 
of the latter. The Government papers also 
supported Mrs. Riecks’ contention that 
Ryan was born in Ireland. 

There were three claimants to the es- 
tate from Chicago, Annie, Justin and Julian 
Ryan, who alleged that they were chil- 
dren of a brother of David Ryan. They 
stated in their claim, however, that the 
David Rvan who was their uncle was born 
in England 3nd was 10 years older than was 
the David Ryan who died in St. Louis. 
The Government papers found itn Ryan's 
apartments did not bear out the state- 
ments of the Chicago children. 

Ryan died in 1897 after a long iliness, dur- 
ing which he suffered the direst poverty. 
But a search of his apartments resulted ( 
the discovery of over $7000 In Government 
bonds and certificates. Mrs. Riecks W 4 
receive these immediately, as Judge Hen- 
derson has directed the public administra 
tor to wind up the estate without delay.

ARE LOOKING FOR THE PROOFS. 


Adherents of Col. Joyce Are Firm in 
the Belief That Ella Wheeler 
Wilcox Copied It. 


The story published in the Post-Dispatch 
Sunday relative to the dispute between Ella 
Wheeler Wilcox and Col. John A. Joyce as 
to the authorship of ‘““Laugh and the World 
Laughs With You,” has attracted wide- 
spread attention in St. Louis and has led 
to the widest discussion. Whereas public 
opinion has held, and the general under- 
standing has been, that Mrs. Wilcox wrote 
the verses, the proof of Col. Joyce’s author- 
ship, shown by the Post-Dispatch Sunday, 
was gurprisingly strong, and caused many 
to waver in their adherence to the claims 
of the ‘‘Poetess of Passion.” 
That men in St. Louis had heard Col. 
Jayce recite the verses and had seen them 
in print before ‘Mrs. Wilcox avers that she 
wrote them was unexpected confirmation 
of the Colonel’s authorship, and the proofs 
deduced by the investigation made by the 
Post-Dispatch last week are generally ad- 
mitted to be practically conclusive. | 
There is yet lacking one link in the Joyce 
chain of evidence, and that is a wrifte¢n or 
printed copy, now obtainable, of the verses, 
dated before 1883, the date set by |Mrs. 
Wilcox as the time she wrote them. | Col. 
Joyce’s book, containing the lines, is dated 
1885, though the verses in their dedication 
bear date of 1863, while Mrs. Wilcox’s book 
was published in 1887, although copyrighted 
in 1883. So there is nothing settled, orfe 
way or another, by the books. Col. Joyce 
as asserted in a general way, and so have 
is friends, that the papers at the time he 
wrote the verses, published them quite 
freely. This, he avers, was in 1863, and he 
gays the lines were written at a dinner 
iven in Louisville to George D. Prentice. 
f this is the case, a search of the files of 
papers published there at the time would 
probably reveal it. So far as known, no 
such ‘search has been made. | 
Men here. who declare they saw the verses 
in print years ago, are unable to teil where, 
Or even state the exact year. Frank 0’ eal, 
who at the time of the. whisky ring trials, 
when Joyce was sent to prison, was @ re- 
portgr here and handled the case, is} one 
who believes in Joyce’s authorship, aiid he 
asserts that about that time or before, he 
read the verses in print. The trials were 
about 1875. He also says he. has heard 
Joyce recite the lines as his own. P 
L. O’ Reilly goes even further; 
clares that he ‘‘knows”’ that Joyce wrote 
the poem and ‘he tells where, when and how, 
At the d:nner mentioned. he says, Joyce 
Was called on suddenly for a poem.) All 
had been toasting one another freely, and 
Joyce was requested to respond in verse. 
He did so, writing and reading then/ and 
there what he afterwards called “‘Lovq and 
Laughter.’’ The verses made a deep im- 
pression on all who heard them and be¢ame 
popular at once, he says. 
Dr. O'Reilly also tells of the time when 
Mrs. Wilcox visited here and. of the} dis- 
ute in his house over this same quegtion, 
his was'a decade or more ago. After/|Mrs. 
W' leox had declared her authorship, a|man 
informed her that that couldn’t be, as he 
had heard Joyce recite the verses sq far 
back that she must have been a mere g¢hild. 
“Do you then say that I did not writp the 
verses; that he did?” Mrs. Wilcox ig re- 
ported to have said. 
“Yes,” the man 
did.”’ 
“Then you lie!’ the Passionate Poetess 
replied, in great anger. 
All these cumulative proofs are borne out 
by others. In 1887—the year Mrs. Wilfox’s 
book is dated—Col. Joyce wrote the | first 
stanza of the poem for a St. Louls frfiend, 
and that was reproduced in facsimile 
day. He published the poem again, on 
4 last, in the paper he writes for now, ynde 
his own copyright line. And it is stiictiy 
in line with other verses he has written, 
which one may find in his books. It is in the 
second edition of his “‘A Checkered Life, 
published in 1886, tod, that he sets up dlaim 
to its composition. 
The proof that Dr. O’Reilly offered |that 
seemed most conclusive, however, was [this: 
He said that on the visitors’ register, |kept

'only written his name, but he had inscribed 
this poem, or part of it, and had given the 
history of its writing.

This, it was declared, was 
written when Joyce, with Dr. O’ Reilly anda 
party ef friends had visited Mr. Shaw. at

A reporter for the Post-Dispatch wenf our 
to Shaw’s Garden Monday-on a search for 
this register, intending to make a tracing 
of the record. He found that such régis- 
ters were kept by Mr. Shaw for years 
back. They were well bound books, as big 
as a small dictionary, bound in red leath- 
er. They were not for the general pub- 
lic, but were for Mr. Shaw's guests. Since 
his death, the custom has been given up, 
the only register now is in the custody 
of the gatekeeper, who permits those who 
ask ‘the privilege to sign it. The volume he 
has is the one last used by Mr. Shaw, and 
on one page is an inscription telling of his 
death. It dates back only to 1887, and 
while it bears Dr. O’Reilly’s signature sev- 
eral times, it has none of Col, Joyce. This, 
however, only proves that Dr. O'Reilly was 
a frequent visitor at ‘the Shaw home, as he

now in Alaska. A cursory examination of 
the Shaw mansion and the museum 
failed to reveal the registers, but access 
to Mr. Shaw’s private books and papers was 
not obtainable, nor will it be until Prof. 
Trelease returns, next month. As none ever 
heard of any of the Shaw effects being de- 
stroyed, it is almost certain that in Au- 
gust an examination of the registers may 
be made 

The gatekeeper at the garden, who has 
been there many years. remembers well 
the frequent visits of Dr. O'Reilly, who, 
he says, often had parties of friends with 
him. Whether or not Col. Joyce was one 
of them, he was unable to say, and no else 
remembered him, either. 

So the question of the verification, 
actual facsimile reproduction, of 
O’Reilly’s story of the register proof must 
await the return of Dr. Trelease.
